The action of the Episcopate in sug- 
gesting an adjustment of the ‘situation 
came as a complete surprise to Mex- 
ico City and to the whole nation.

BROOKHART GUARDED 
BY ARMED DEPUTIES 


Iowa Candidate for Senator: Is 
Threatened With Death in 
“Black Hand” Letters.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa, Aug. 18.— 
When Colonel Smith W. Brookhart, 
Republican nominee for United States 
Senator, arrived here today to speak 
at the fair in Marion he was met by 
armed detectives and deputy sheriffs, 
who guarded him carefully until he 
left for Preston. This- action was 
taken because of letters which had 
been received by Marion citizens 
threatening Colonel Brookhart’s life if 
he spoke in Marion. 

F. C..S. Schminke, a druggist, and 
Arthur Granger, Postmaster of Marion, 
received the letters. The letter to Mr. 
Schminke was signed “Black Hand.’ 
It called him a Democratic Socialist, 
and concluded: ‘“‘If you see Brookhart 
temorrow you will see him shot.’”’ The 
letter to the Postmaster contained a 
similai expression in addition to some 
obscene references to the Colonel. 

The recipients laid the letter before 
the Chief of Police and the Sheriff, 
and rather than take ~ cRance they 
decided to guard, the Colonel care- 
fully. 

Colonel Brookhart was worried when 
told of the letters. 

“If they are from some crank there 
is no telling what he might do,” he 
said. ‘If they are the work of some 
political enemy who hopes to frighten 
me from my course, he has: threatened 
the wrong man.” Several times during 
the afternoon Colonel Brookhart asked 
if any clues had been obtained to the 
wr'ters, and indicated that he would 
be guarded dyring the rest of his stay 
in this part of the State. 

William J. Fleming, who was a can- 
didate for Sheriff at the June election, 
told the police today that just previous 
to the primary he received a letter 
from some man whose name hé had 
forgotten offering him _$15,000 to kill 
Colone: Brookhart. He thought it was 
the work of some crank and- gave the 
matter no attention. 

Marion officials believe the letter 
signed ‘‘Black Hand’’ is the work of a 
disappointed office seeker there.| His 
hame was given to the County Attor- 
ney, who said he would be questioned. 

R. G. Stewart, editor of The Cedar 
Rapids Tribune, a labor paper which 
has supported Colonel Brookhart for. 
many years, said he had received more 
than a score of threatening letters in 
the last few months concerning 
Colonel Brookhart, and that several 
had been addressed to the candidate in 
his care. One of these letters threat- 
ened to assassinate both of them on a 
night Colonel Brookhart was in town, 
and a strong police guard was kept 
at Mr. Stewart's office until the 
Colonel left town. 

All thé letters have been turned over 
the the postal authorities. With one 
exception all were mailed in this city, 
but the handwriting differs.

CHURCH ASKS CALLES 
TO SUSPEND LAWS! §

against the laws of the republic, and 
the other that. we have not before 


< used the right of petition, of which 


we now avail ourselves, to complain 
of the reform laws of the Constitu- 
tion of 1857, effective since 1873 and 
subsequently incorporated in the 
Constitution of 1917. 

We have beén charged with rebel- 
lion because we suspended public 
worship in the churches when’ the 
penal regulations became effective. 


Charges Declared Unjustified. 


There is nothing more unjustified. 
Refusal to commit an illegal act does 
not constitute rebellion. Citizens 
have the right to suspend the exer- 
cise of their profession when they 
_conscientiously believe that the legal 
requirements are contrary. to their 
beliefs. That cannot be called rebel- 
lion, ‘as ‘‘the use of one’s rights in- 
jures no one.”’ 

The.conduct observed by the Catho- 
lic priests of the republic has har- 
monized with these rights since ‘the 
day the laws went into effect. We 
believe that our conduct has been 
one of respect to the laws, in so-far 
as our conscience will permit. 

In reference to the other charge, 
there are very strong arguments, the 
principal among them being that the. 
Government did not insist on the ob- 
servance: éf the reform articles of 
the Constitution, which were against 
the Church and the’ rights of Catho- 
lic citizens, and the State Governors, 
for one motive or another, did not in- 
sist on compliance with these ar- 
ticles, so that in practice there was 
created a mutual tolerance ‘suffi- 
ciently elastic not to alter public 
tranquillity and to permit the Church 
a relative liberty to live and exercise 
her function. 


Carranza's Stand Invoked. 


s 

President Carranza did not, believe 
in the strict observance of the re- 
ligious articles of the Constitution of 
1917, and ‘he personally was ‘con- 
vinced that these articles were a 
violation of the liberties to -which 
Mexican Catholics were entitled as 
citizens of the republic. 

Sefior Carranza officially prdposed 
certain reforms of these articles, 
which were not realized because of 
unsettled political conditions.° well 
known to every one. 

Two successors of Sefior Carranza 
also failed to | enforce. compliance 
with these articles. - Therefore there 
was no. occasion for a change in the 
attitude. of the Catholic Church. . 

Now.,. filled. with the ‘most sincere 
patriotism and desirous of a true and 
stable peace, we come to request you 
to use your influence so that there 
may be reform'in the most effective 
manner of the articles referred to, 
naturally also, of the penal regula- 
tions which have been enforced. 


Suspension of Laws Asked. 


As this requires time and as a. so- 
lution of the existing difficulties is 
very urgent, we believe we are au- 
thorized to petition you that you, in 
some manner, suspend the applica- 
tion of the latest law.and of the con- 
stitutional articles so that the 


Church, school instructors and. pub- 
lic charities may again enjoy the 
usual guarantees. 

The principle from which we must 
start, if thee reforms are to respond 
to/the true aspirations of the people, 
is that there be a sincere separation 
of Church and State, so that the 
Constitution and the o laws 
and regulations will be a true inter- 
pretation of the aspirations: ‘of -the 

le. 
Pirhrough this, the State will not 
dictate laws proscribing any’ religion, 
‘legislate in — af- 


not. stipulate the conditions for the 
exercise of the ministry, &c. 
This harmonizes with a true inter- 
pretation of the civil law obsérved 
in all. countries in which ‘the inde- 
pendence of the temporal and spirit- 
ual powers ‘is loyally. respected. 


Requests Are Enumerated.. 


Consequently, ‘we request: the fol- 
- lowing: liberties :- 

That we, as Christians, as —— 
of a civilized nation and as men, 
have the right of liberty of con-~ 
science, of thought, of creed, of edu- 
cation, of teaching, of association 
and of the press. 

In a word, sincerely and without 
restrictions and without requesting 
privileges, we ask the recognition of 
that necessary personality which is 
indispensable to the’ Church in order 
that . the. .aforementioned liberties 
may be effective. . 

We’ have the most intimate’ con- 
viction, which: is also that of: the 
Mexican Catholic people, that only 
in this manner can the ancient re- 
ligious conflict, which has caused so

CRUELTY CHARGES, DENIED 


Officers Defend Department and 
. .Bescribe. Arrests——Good . Faith 
of Defense Challenged. 


Judge James M. Barrett. was obliged 
to use his.gavel to suppress a heated 
climax with which the taking of tes- 
timony in.the trial of the Oberst gang 
in. the Bronx County Court for at- 
tempted. robbery and assault at the 
Liccione private. bank on July 22 came 


‘Henry G. Bruckman and James A. Tur- 
ley, -of ‘counsel for the defense, were 
called to order in the course of a ham- 
mer-and-tongs exchange when Captain 
Bruckman charged the defendants 
with hiding behind an -‘‘unethical de- 
fense’’ in putting in a case based upon 
charges of police cruelty in which 
they . themselves,--he said,- had no 
‘“confidence.”’ 

The case will go to the jury today. 


Captain Bruckman and Detective 
Michael J. McNamara occupied the 


ment against aspersions cast on it 
throughout the, trial, and also to un- 
bosom themselves of resentment which 
they. said they felt a‘ the effort of the 
defense to place the department - in 
the role of the accused. 


Say Prisoners Bargained. 


Standing by. their cojors under hot 
fire from the ganster’s lawyers, Cap- 
tain Bruckman and Detective Mc- 
Namara firmly denied all. the stories 
which the five prisoners had told of 
ebing beaten into making fictitious 
confessions. Both officers drew un- 
flattering pictures of the youths them- 
selves, describing them as. bargaining 
and wheedling for a price at which 
they could turn State’s evidence 
against each other to save their skins. 
Captain Bruckman tersely stroked in

_ Cabinet, Mr. Cook and the other 

miners’ leaders having\ decided that. 
the quickest way was the bést way 
in arranging talks with the owners. 
; Coming as jt does after severe ‘criti- 
_ cisms of the conduct of the’ strike by 
Mr. Cook and the other extremists, 

their latest move is generally inter- 
' preted as meaning that they are quite 
aware of the widespread: discontent 
among the strikers and are only too 
' anxious to. make terms before their au- 
thority is seriously or perhaps cay 
undermined., 

There has been plenty of evidence 
lately that the great body of striking 
coal mifers is tired, not only of the 
kind of leadership displayed by. Mr. 
Cook and his colleagues, but, alsa. of 
the strike itself. 

To have set themselves against this 
trend in the miners’ ranks would have 
meant probably a complete collapse of 
the authority hitherto wielded by the 
thiners’ leaders. 

The growing tenlency among. the 
strikers to favor district agreements 
with the owners, as against the na- 
tional agreements fayored by the strike 
leaders, would doubtléss have led to 
the ending of the strike in direct de- 
fiance of the leaders. ~ 

Mr. Cook, and the rest of thém fote- 
saw this. “So, having got their free 
hand yesterday for negotiation, they 
lost no time in using it, lest they 
should not only losé # free hand but 
find their hands tie@ by a rebellion 
among the strikers. 


Churchill Reviews Stoppage.. 


The dire consequences of the sixteen 
weeks’ coal stoppage were pointed out 
at a Conservative demonstration in 
Swanséa tonight by Winston Churchill, 
Chancellor of the BEixchequer, in 4 
speech subjected to many interrup- 


tions. 

The class that has suffered most, he 
contended, had been the trade union- 
ists. Their funds had been dissipated 
and their members-thrown out of 
work; the unemployment insurance 
fund had been thrown: into debt, the 
credit of the working classes in the 
industrial areas had ‘been injured and 
the resources of small shops which had 
ministered to their needs had been 
seriously impoverished. 

The foreign coal markets had been 
captured by the foreigner, the Chan- 
cellor went on. Finances of the State 
had been damaged, revenue reduced 
and. the possibility of reducing taxation 
postponed; and even if the coal fields 
returned to work -tomorrow, 
only be by the greatest exertions: that 
additional taxation could be avoided, 
he said. 

After reiterating his intention not to 
allow British civil servants to engage 
in politics or to belong to outside trade 
unions, Mr. Churchill declared that the 
Government had no intention of seeing 
that vast abuse of public patronage for 
political ends, which had grown up in 
America under the name of the spoils 
system, reproduced in Britain. 

Then, having painted the past and 
present of the coal situation in - the 
darkest terms, he went on to find a 
silver lining in this great industrial 
cloud. 

Nothing had been more rémarkable, 
he said, than the manner-in which 
trade and employment had stood up to 
the cruel strain. In the twelfth week 
of the stoppage there were a million 
fewer unemployed than on the corre- 
sponding week in the. 1921. dispute. 

The July exports, excluding coal and 
allowing for the price changes, actu- 
ally showed an increase on those of a 
year ago. 

“If you had told me three’ months 
ago that this could have happened,” 
said Mr. Churchill, ‘‘I would not have 
believed it.’’ 

The Chancellor did not seem over op- 
timistic about the coal peace negotia-

Dr. Lipman Warns Against Any 
Neglect in Safeguarding © 
- of Agricultural Soils.

, WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 18.— 
Synthetic food products now being de- 
veloped by the chemist ‘and biologist, 
the utilization of foods which now exist 
and are little used, the vast quantities 
of food and chemicals necessary for 
the maintenance of plant life in the}: 
ocean and the food supplies which may 
be available from waste lands will 
solve the problem of the world’s food 
supply, 
addressed the Institute of Politics 
today. 

Proteins and carbohydrates necessary 
for human -diet will, in the future, 
probably be made in the factory rather 
than raised on the farm, the chemists 
asserted. They also predicted that food 
in the future will be obtained from the 
light of the sun and the nitrogen in the 
air. 

The scientists said that the food and 
population question were one the world 
round and that there could be no satis- 
factory solution of one without the 
other, both depending on the mainte- 
, hance of an equilibrium in population, 
preferably by peaceful means rather 
than, as in’ the past, by starvation, 
disease and warfare. Chemistry,. which 
was held to be fundamental to the 
‘ whole situation, will point the way to- 
ward the solution of the problem of 
efficient living, it was predicted. 

The speakers included Dr. H. E. 
Barnard, President of the American 
Institute of Baking, Chicago; Dr. E. B. 
Forbes, Director of ‘the Institute of 
Animal Nutrition of the Pennsylvania 
State College, and’ Dr. Jacob Lipman, 
Director of the New Jersey Agricul- 
tural Station, They spoke at the round 
table discussion and the general con- 
ference which followed, both conducted 
by Dr. Harrison E. Howe of Wash- 
ington. 


Can Never Dispense With Farms. 


“The time may come when our soils 
‘may be relieved in part from the pro- 
duction of commodities now designated 
‘as agricultural,” said Dr. Lipman. 


“Synthetic chemistry may assume re- 
sponsibility for the manufacture of al- 
cohols or even carbohydrates in the 
factory rather than on the farm. 

“For all that, the time will never 
come ‘when we shall be free from the 
eare of our soils and the safeguard- 
ing through them of the necessary sup- 
plies of food, fibre and fats and other 
commodities needed for the mainte- 
nance of our economic and social 
astructure.”’ 

“It is not too soon in the develop- 
ment of the synthetic food industry,” 
said Dr. Barnard, ‘“‘to predict that if 
the need ever comes, the chemigt will 
find a way to convert the light of the 
sun and nitrogen of the air into food 
for the human family. Already proc- 
esses have been developed for the pro- 
duction of human food through the 
growth of the yeast plant -which 
makes it possible to produce food at 
a very low cost and in enorrhous quan- 
tities in a very short time. 

“The world depends for its food sup- 
ply upon the production of seasonable 
crops and the development of mature 
animals. It may be that generations 
yet unborn will derive a major part 
of their food supply from the nutri- 
ments synthesized in a few hours by 
the yeast plan and by the utilization 
of sources of energy which, when con- 
trolled, far excel those now utilized-in 

_ the production of food.” 

Thirty men.in a factory the size of 
a city block, said Dr. Barnard, can 
produce in the form of yeast as much 
food value as 1,000 men working on 
75,000 acres under ordinary agricultur- 
al conditions. 

“To the chemist the Malthusian doc- 
trine is but the sad reflection of a 
pessimistic world,’ he declared. 


Predicts Check on Birth Rate. 


Dr. Forbes was certain that in time 
there would be world-wide checks to 
the present rate of population in- 
crease. 

Civilized man was to blame for his 
poor physical condition, said Dr. 
Forbes. By cooking he injured ‘the 
vitamines and made the food pasty. 
It stuck to his teeth, fermented and 
developed acids and resulted in in- 
fected teeth and disease. Then man 
gave up roasting, became a farmer 
and based his diet on cereals, ‘‘the 
greatest error of all his days.” 

To heap insult on his injured body 
he milled the grain, screened out the 
white flower for his use and gave the 
best parts to his farm animals. The 
climax to “this tragi-comedy,’’ accord- 
ing to Dr. Forbes, came when man 
made chemically pure sugar without 
any essential nutrient, which he added 
to his refined cereal foods.

Mail Receipts Not Enough. 


' “Of course, he lost money. If he 
had received every cent paid in postage 
for the mail he carried he would have 
etill lost money. Receipts from mail 
elone would no more meet his expenses 
than they would those of the St. Paul 
or the Northwestern Railroad over the 
game route, but that does not mean 
that there will be.no air service to 
these cities, and another has already 
been advertised for. Contractors are 
learning that to be successful they 
must carry passengers and express, 
and it is not going to be long until 
some one puts in a full service of that 
character. 

“It is not true that all the contractor 
air mail lines are lésing money, but 
it is true that most of them are, and 
most of them must so long as they de- 
pend upon mail only. 

“Our own night service between New 
York and Chicago is better than pay- 
ing operating expenses, and the busi- 
ness is growing. The transcontinental 
connection from Salt. Lake City with 
Los Angeles is on a paying basis, but 
it carries passengers. So is the line be- 
tween Jacksonville, Tampa and Miami, 
which also carries passengers. Mr. 
Mitten’s-line between Philadelphia and 
Washington carries almost its full ca- 
pacity of passengers (eight) each way 
every day. Two or three of the con- 
tractors on our best lines are placing 
orders for passenger carrying ships.

“The line between New York and 
San Francisco has been in operation 
day and night for over two: years, 
since July 1, 1924; the extension from 
Dallas to Fort Worth since the 12th 
of May; that connecting the trans- 
continental route with Los Angeles at 
Salt Lake City since.

All that 
remains to be done in these cases is 
to make passenger-carrying lines on 
what is now limited to mail.

FAR APART AT GENEVA. 


Experts Unable to Agree on Methods 
of Arms Control. ‘ 

GENEVA, Aug 18 (#).—The military 
experts of the Preparatory ‘Disarma- 
ment Commission, who have been 
meeting daily, thus far have failed to 
reach an agreement on the vital ques- 
tion of whether international control 
shall be established over armaments. 

This, coupled with numerous differ- 
ences of opinion on other matters such 
as the standards of measurement of 
naval strength, has produced a gloomy 
feeling here that the eventual cutting 
ef world armaments will be greatly 
retarded. 

The delegates probably will adjourn 
within a fortnight and will assemble 
again in October when new efforts 
will be made to produce a report har- 
monious enough’ to justify the Council 
of the League of Nations in expediting 

, @n armament conference. 

_» There seems scant hope of any sub- 
| stantial majority in the Council favor- 
ing any particular Sty, y of establishing 
control over the problem of disarma- 
ment. 

One group, which includes the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, Italy, 
Argentina and Chile, advocates a sim- 
ple voluntary report by the. various 
Governments themselves'‘on the ex- 
tent and condition of their armament.

accord in representing and voicing the 
aspirations of our. two peoples toward 
right and justice. 

» “While this occasion is not a cele- 
bration of the one hundred and twelfth 
year of peace between Great Britain 
and the United States, yet it is fitting, 
as we stand before this monument 
commemorating the last struggle, to 
emphasize the inestimable value to 
civilization of the long peace and 
friendship of the two great English- 
speaking nations. 

“It is inconceivable that anything 
can bring these nations again into the 
conflict of war. Differences will arise 
as they have in the past, but they can, 
and be séttled without the arbitra- 
ment of arms. Two peoples which 
have to a great extent the same his- 
toric backgrotnd, the same respect for 
law and love of justice, the same ideals 
of government and of international 
conduct, cannot again imperil the world 
by - going to war with each other. 

“TY should despair of the future of our 
civilization this were not so, and 
here in the presence of the heroic dead 
of both nations let us Again pledge 
ourselves to the maintenance of that 
peace. 


Need For Further Arms Cut: 


“When we think of the battle be- 
tween those tiny ships, and compare 
them with the ponderous engines of 
destruction which science had invented

Would End Arms ‘Competition. | 


“We have advanced the thesis that 
the most practical approach to the 
problem ig through “agreements which 
will stop the competitive increase in 
armaments, Competition in arma- 
ment is the factor which more than 
any other leads to mutual distrust and 
fear -and is therefore the greatest 
threat to peace. 

“If the great military and naval 
powers of the world would agree to 
restrict their peace-time armaments to 
certain defined limits, a long step will 
have been taken to rémove the threat 
which inevitably arises from any race 
between nations for supremacy on land, 
on the, sea or: in the air. Then the 
problem of the gradual reduction of 
these limits can more properly be ap- 
proached. 

“As regards land armament, we 
have advocated the desirability of 
starting with. regional. agreements 
which would strike at the root of the 
problem by removing from a nation 
the fear of aggression from its im- 
mediate neighbors. 

“By progressing from modest begin- 
nings we are more likely to go forward 
to concrete results than if all nations 
wait until some universally applicable 
scheme is formulated, if such be in 
fact possible, For it is apparent that 
a universal scheme can only go into 
effect when all the powers accept it, 
e}and a glance at the political.situation 
* lof the world today renders it obvious 


‘Tere let me add that the last relic; that no scheme, however perfect, could 


be applied everywhere, 
Universal Plan Not Essential. 


“Conditions in various countries 
throughout the world are so dissimilar, 
and in some — *1* aisturbed. that 
it seems an almost Impossible task to 
draw upJany ‘plan which would be ac- 
ceptable to all nations. Nor is this 
essential to progress. 


“It is difficult to see the relation of 
the Jand armaments of thé Far Hast to 
those of Western Europe or of such 
armaments in Europe to those of North 
and South America. Thus it seems 
an unnecessary as well as a futile 
task to attempt to devise an all-em- 
bracing formula for the reduction of 
the armies of the world, a task that is 
complicated by the fact that methods 
of recruitment, the period of military 
service and the form of national con- 
trol differ widely from country to 
country. 

“But where we have a group of na- 
tions Which have common interests, 
as well possibly as common dangers, 
then the same factors generally oper- 
ate upon the size of the armies which 
they respectively maintain in time of 
peace, and a common consideration of 
the limitation of these armaments 
may be practicable. If we must de- 
lay all action until conditions are 
everywhere ideal, we would have to 
abandon the hope of any arms limita- 
tion for some time to come. 

“As I have stated before, our fortu- 
nate geographic situation has enabled 
us to reduce our military force to a 
point where we now have a regular 
army of only 118,000 men, approxi- 
mately one man for every one thousand 
of our population to serve our needs at 
home and abroad. 


Our Interest in Naval Angle. 


“The size of our army is not now 
and never has been such as to deter 
other powers of this Hemisphere or 
across either ocean from proceeding to 
ahy limitation or reduction which they 


might be disposed to make. In the 
Geneva discussion of land armaments, 
we have been and will continue to be 
of every possible assistance, but our in- 
terest in this probfem is less immediate 
than in that of naval armaments.

To any one who understands 
the situation this statement is absurd.

Against Economic Basis of Scale. 


“There has been, it is true, diver- 
gence in the views which have been 


‘expressed at Geneva on some of the 


intricate subjects before the confer- 
ence, Certain of the powers, for ex- 
ample, appear to favor basing the 
scale of. armament on the economic 
resources of a country, on the ground 
that the possession of such resources 
would justify the reduction of the 
peacetime armaments of a State. . 
“The United States, having great 
natural résources, might be deprived 
of any urmy and na at all if any 
such theory were applied. Such dis- 
cussions we believe would jead us far 
‘from our objective and might result 
in the attempt to consider factors 
which obviously are not limitable and 
which cannot accurately be evaluated. 

"I believe that ‘the only practical 
basis for the reduction or limitation 
of' armament is through dealing with 
military forces and visible tangible 
armaments. Economic and ‘material 
resources vary so greatly from Country 
to country that it would be. well- -nigh 
impossible to frame an agreement’ to

told his brother hé had been working 
hard in the laundry and needed help 
immediately.. Gorkin said Zuckerman 
acted queerly and seemed to be highly 
nervous. ‘It is believed that he killed 
himself because, he was. despondent 
over his inability to obtain help.

WESTBURY, L. 1, Aug: 18.—Only a4 
downpour of rain can keep from the 
air tomorrow the Sikorsky airplane in 
which Captain René Fonck, Captain 
Homer M. Berry and a third man will 
‘attempt to fly from New York to Paris 
within the next few weeks. The craft 
stood ready in-its hangar today. A 
few mechanics worked at various

‘eet. 

Sikorsky ‘will. be at the controls to- 
morrow. The inventor and designer 
is not yet ready to trust his latest

A physician said that the four had 
been dead for several days. 

-A similar incident. in Hardy*s novel 
‘created such an uproar when it was 
published in the nineties that the 
novelist definitely abandoned the writ- 
ing of novels. ‘The chief complaint 
against “Jude” was that it was not 
true to life. 

Mrs. Halse had been separated. from 
her husband, a well-to-do business 
man of Newton Abbot, for some time. 
On a table were found\three letters, one 
of which was addressed by Mrs.. Halse 
to the coroner. 

At the inquest, Francis William 
Halse, the woman's husband, testified 
that he had not seen his wife since 
1919. and had no knowledge whatever 
of the existence of the third child, 
Patty. 

Under the separation order he had 
allowed. his wife money for the needs

Bout Is for Ten Rounds. 


The bout will be for ten rounds*and 
to an official decision, which will’ be 
rendered by two judges. In the event 
that the judges fail to agree upon a 
winner the referee will rendér a deci- 
sion. Had the fight beén held’ here 
it would have been for fifteen rounds, 
the maximum under thé New York law, 
and in reaching a decision two judges 
end a referee would have collaborated. 

Promoter Jules Aaronson of Philadel- 
phia. will assist Promoter Rickard in 
conducting the title bout. He conducts 
weekly bouts in the Winter at the 
Arena, and in the Summer he operates 
at the National League baseball park 
in Philadelphia. Rickard last night 

« formally filed his application for a pro- 
moter’s license in Pennsylvania, and 
his check for '$125:50 agoompatiied the 
application.

State Athletic 
Commission by. transferring the bout 
to Philadelphia even though Dempsey 
is not licensed in this State. 

“I khaye no worry..6ver possible re- 
prisal from the New York Commis- 
sou *” said Rickard.. ‘‘I: have no need 
for worry.. The-New York Commission 
sanctioned the Dempsey-Tunney match 
by a majority vote,.recognized ‘Tunney 
as a capable and proper challenger, 
issued a license to him, and the 
Same majority vote recommend that 
a license be issued to Dempsey.

New contracts for the fight will be 
signed by Dempsey and Tunney for 
Promoter Rickard next week, it was 
announced. Possibility of difficulty in 
this connection was dismissed by 
Rickard with a smilé. 
“The boys are ready to go wherever 
I say they go,” said the promoter, 
Dempsey was notified. last night he 
would have to break camp at ‘his 
training quarters at Saratoga Lake, 
and, according to Rickard, made plans 
to leave immediately. for a camp in 
Pennsylvania.

An elaborate lighting system is avail- 
able at the Sesquicentennial: Stadium, 
Promotor Rickard said, and he.added 
that. in all other respects conditions 
for a bout in Philadelphia are. more 
favorable, if: anything, than they are 
in New York. 

The announcement of the transfer 
came~as something of a-surprise, al- 
though it was recognized that Rickard. 
either had to move to Philadelphia or 
accept the alternative of.court action, 
which undoubtedly would. have . been 
long drawn out and might nave ended 
with no fight at all. Opinion: generally 
was to the effect that in view of the 
short time available until Sept. 16,«the 
date Rickard originally, set for the bout 
here, the promoter would in the. end 
be compelled to abandon the match. 

Promoter, Rickard will leave this 
morning for Philadelphia. with his 
staff of clerks and ticket. sellers to 
arrange details of launching the 
clerical work and the task of ticket 
distribution.

SECRETARY KELLOGG’'S SPEECH. 
_/It had been broadly hinted that 
Becretary Keruooo would make his 
address at Plattsburg yesterday the 
occasion for a fuil review of the for- 
eign policy and of the present foreign 
relations of this Government. But he 
wisely chose to limit himself to a 
single theme. _ This was the peace of 
the world and the means of making it 
secure, Passing on from a well-phrased 
appreciation pf the friendship and 
spirit of cooperation which had existed 
between this ccuntry and Great 
Britain since the War of 1812,. Mr. 
KEtLoaa took up the question of dis- 
armament at the present day. He 
Gave a review of what had been done, 
or attempt d stated in the most 
complete fi sath manner the ‘atti- 
tude and intentions of the Adminis- 
tration at Washington. 

It \was necessary Bie’ him to bigin 
by- denying certain reports, . rumors 
and inferences. It has glibly been said 
‘that the ‘disarmament conference at 
Geneva had already “scrapped”, the 
Washington treaties of 1923. . Secré- 


tary KELLOGG roundly declared that 


such is not the case.. Those treaties 
are left in full vigor and effect,’ the 
effort now being merely to supplement 
them. It has also been asserted that 
our representatives at Geneva have 
been too particular, too exigent, too 
fastidious about getting their own 
way. The result was, so it has 
been alleged, that they stood in the 
Way of a, practical agreement, and 
that they are soon to gather up their 
books and. documents’ and come home 
fn disgust. Nothing of all this is true, 
Secretary. KEiioacG assures the coun- 
try: The United States Government 
wants to help the disarmament move- 
ment in every way. - Its representa- 
tives will stay in Geneva until the 
very last opportunity of doing some- 
thing has been exhausted. Nor is it

CHICAGO DOING IT FIRST. 

O. Henry once said that all the 
cities of America say the same thing, 
but that New York says4t first. Among 
the many things that it has been say- 
ing first is that there should be in 
this great industrial.centre a museum 
of the peaceful arts, an industrial mu- 
seum for popular culture, which should 
illustrate the progress of man down 
the ages in conquering his environ- 
ment, through tools and the taming of 
the forces of nature. For many years 
New York has been saying this. It 
has been pointed out again and again 
that New. York is the ideal location 
for such a museum, “not only because 
it would be accessible to more millions 
than in any other American city, but 
because more workers in more diver- 
sified interests are employed here than 
in any. other American community. 
Attention has also been called repeat- 
edly to what European cities have 
done, notably Munich and Vienna, 
Paris and London. But it ‘was all 
“ saying.” 


| Then in 1925 a prominent manufac- 


turer and public-spirited. citizen, Mr. 
Henrr R. Towne, made a substantial 
bequest, estimated at more than a 
million dollars, to assist-in the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of such a 
museum if after further investigation 
it should be deemed practicable and 
desirable to do so. The sum of $50,- 
000 was also left for the purpose of 
making the necessary preliminary in- 
quiries. Meariwhile, a-special ‘study of 
the: Européan museums (in England, 
Sweden, Denmark, Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Switzerland, 
France, Belgium and Holland) was 
made by Dr. Cuartes R. RICHARDS, 
former head of Cooper Institute, under 
@ grant from the General Education 
Board. Later, under Mr. Towne’s be- 
quest? Dr. Carvin W. Ricz, Secretary 
of: the- Museum of Peaceful Arts, 
continued the investigation and has 
‘just returned from making an exten- 
sive and intensive inquiry as to ex- 
hibits, administrative methods and edu- 
cational uses of industrial museums. 
Speaking the other night in New 
Haven, where a “Progress Exposi- 
tion” is being planned, Dr. Ric said 
that the necessity of making and ex- 
hibiting permanently such collections 
was realized*in England as early as 
the middle of the last century; that 
France foresaw .their value even 
earlier; that Germany, beginning late, 
now leads in the completeness of ex- 
hibits; and that Austria has made a 
museum which is “a marvel for 
beauty and inspiration,” and that, too 
without. great actual expenditure, for 
there, as in Munich, the workingmen 
gave of their skill and time, and the 
manufacturers gave of their illustra-

~ IF CHINA BOYCOTTS BELGIUM. 
The report “rom Geneva ‘that China. 
has notified the League of Nations of 
her intent on’ not to renew her treaty 
of commerce and amity with Belgium 
when -it expires next Autumn has 
aroused) much. interest. \The China 
experts at the Williamstown, Institute 
of Politics have expressed. varying 
opinions about its~ possible signifi- 
cance. No one questions China’s right 
to refuse fo extend a treaty when ‘its 
date of lawful expiration arrives. Nor 
is it denied that China is privileged to 
negotiate a new treaty, and to seek 
to put into it-such new clauses as she 
may deem appropriate. Some-of the 
speakers at Williamstewn have pointed 
out, however, that the chief aspect of 
\China’s action is the possibility that 
the refusal to renew the Belgian 
treaty may be followed by wholesale 
denunciation of other treaties. That 
would undoubtedly please.the radical 
elements among the Chinese students 


and would be hailed with delight. by | 


the Soviet agents in China, who have 
for the last two years been urging 
the young Chinese to do something of 
the kind. 

Unconfirmed rumors have it that 
China intends to boycott Belgium. if 
she refuses to accept a new. treaty. 
This would undoubtedly be a blow to 
the Belgians, who, besides extensive 
investments in railroads and tramways 
in China, yearly export large quanti- 
ties of iron and steel products and of 
glassware to that country. Being so 
unprovoked, however—not even the 
most theoretical. radical can charge’ 
Belgium with being “ imperialistic” 
and “oppressing” the poor, “ down- 
trodden” Chinese—such action would 
reflect no credit’on any Chinese Gov- 
ernment that sought to make it effec- 
tive. In actual fact, no Chinese Gov- 
vernment exists which .could put. such 
@ plan in force. The real problem for 
Belgium is whether there is any Gov- 
ernment with which she can negotiate 
a new treaty. 

The boycott is probably. more effec- 
tive as a threat than as a weapon. The 
prospect of having their lucrative for- 
eign trade cut off would not be en- 
couraging to the merchants of Bel- 
gium, But in operation a boycott is 
double-edged. It can do much to 
damage the foreigner, but it nearly 
always ends by hurting the native. 
China needs the materials which Bel- 
gium and the other foreign nations 
send her. She needs, in“turn, to sell 
her surplus products abroad.. Chinese 
traders are quite aware of. this and 
realize that the talk about “ exploita- 
tion” of the ,poor, “downtrodden” 
Chinese by the brutal capitalists of 
Europe and America is put forward by 
misguided or misleading persons in or- 
der to foster the anti-foreign: feeling 
and to divert attention, from the 
troubles brought on China by her own 
militarists. They know that in equal 
competition the foreigners are rarely 
able to get the better of the Chinese, 
and that for every cent of profit made 
by the foreigner who sells his goods in 
China the’ Chinese middlemen and 
distributers make at least two. Fur- 
thermore, they know that in the ex- 
port of Chinese goods.to foreign coun- 
tries Chinese merchants have ever 
been able to sell at a great profit to 
themselves. 

The outcome of China’s refusal to 


If, as 
so many people fear, it is the prelude 
to the cancellation of all treaties with 
China, there may be grave troubles in 
the Far East. As yet, however, it is 
premature to consider this action as 
more than a warning.

BALKAN BETTERMENT. 

The details of ‘the agreement_ be- 
tween Greece and Yugoslavia in the 
matter of the control of transporta- 
tion over the railway from Guevgueli, 
the border town of Yugoslavia, down 
through Greek territory to Saloniki, 
and of the administration of the Yugo- 
slav zone in the port of Galoniki, are 
not stated in the dispatch concerning 
the settlement. ~The significant fact 
is that. an agreement has .been 
reached. Arbitral powers have ‘been 
confided to a resident: official. of the 
League of Nations. The agreement is 
auspicious ‘not only beécatise. it records 
the settlement of these particular dis- 
putes, but also because it-is probably 
only a prelude to treaties which may 
prevent other disagreements among 
the Balkan States. Friendship’ may 
not be assured by treaties, however 
well intended, but even the Balkans 
may with such understandings come 
into peaceful neighborly relations. \. 

As to the railroad, all that the 
Yugoslavs asked was proper guaran- 
tees that their shipments would be 
protected and not. be. delayed. Less 
than this the Greeks could’ not en- | 
gage in all honor to do- More than 
this their sovereignty could not per- 
mit them to promise. As concerns 
the port privileges, it is to be inferred 
that Greece has gone the full length, 
short of yielding her own sovéreign 
control, in giving Yugoslavia a free 
port, through which her own goods 
/may pass without hindrance. ‘The 
difficulty arose over her~ giving like 
access and passage to goods carried 
by Yugoslavia from her hinterland. 
The negotiations have extended over 
several months. That they have ended 
in a friendly. way:-gives great hope for 
Balkan ‘betterment.

That they have done a lot of mis- 
chief while abroad and hurt the Amer- 
ican name with Frenchmen who do not 
know how to distinguish’ cannot be 
denied, But. they appear: mostly to 
have been made ashamed of them- 
selves, as their fellow-countrymen 
have been ashamed of them, and to 
have stopped their ridiculous perform- 
azices or else slunk away. One can 
enly hope that when they land here 
they will have learned enough to keep 
their mouths shut, and not prate about 
the follies and ‘iniquities of Francer

forgive England, France, Italy and 
other debtors all or part of their debts, 


|the American taxpayers must contrib- 


ute out of their earnings for the next 
twenty or more years, (perhaps, such 
sums of money as we borrowed to loan 
to the Allies. . 

What I am eager to know is, — 
proportion of my annual income tax is 
made necessary by the interest and 
principal we have to pay on the money 
we borrowed and loaned to these coun- 
tries? Whatever proportion that is, we 
shall have to pay for years: to come. 
On top of that‘is the proportion we 
shall have to r- through the indirect 
tax on imports. Besides this we stili 
have to pay a part of our own great 
war costs, which I présume still are 
part of our national debt! And on top 
of all this there are, and will be for 
years to come, the pensions that follow 
the placing of an army in the field. 

Of course, I can see where the thing 
would be.greatly simplified if the hold- 
ers of-our war bonds would forgive to. 
the taxpayers principal and interest on 
these bonds to the extent. that our 
Government might forgive England, 
France, Italy and others their debts. 
Some of the present big holders of 
Liberty bonds are among the support- 
ers of the campaign that is being 
waged in this country to wipe out the 
debts of the Allies to us. But they have 
not yet suggested the advisability of 
jtheir forgiving the taxpayer any part 
of the principal dnd interest on these 
Liberty bonds, part of the proceeds of 
which we loaned-to t's Allies. 

All this applies, likewise, to forgiv- 
ing Germdny her share of ‘her repara- 
tions to us. I don’t think there need 
be any doubt about what to expect of 
Germany. Just now she is honeying 
Americans just as our Allies honeyed 
us during and .shortly after the war. 
She,-too, may be expected to open on 
us @ campaign of repudiation similar 
to that through which we have but re- 


cently gone with our Allies. 
We are being told that if we insist on 


raise ‘a crop of hatred among our 
debtors that will plague us a long time. 
Is that not; the common experience of 
a creditor in dealing with a large num- 
ber of debtors, some of whose moral 
precepts are not pitched on a high 
plane? What would these men’ have 
us do? Buy the good opinion of Buro- 
peans with the gold that we forgive 
them? If it accorded with. self-respect 
and decency to do such a sordid thing, 
don’t those gentlemen that good 
opinion bought with gold does net stay 
bought? 

So the foreign debt questicn, it seems 
to me, should not be Considered In any 
other light than a promise honestly 
given and to be-honestly kept, within 
the ability of the promiser to keep his 
word. A friendship that weathers the 
differences out of the settle-. 
ment of an honest compact is the kind 
of frien p worth having. The glo- 
rious year-old _French-American 
friendship weathered the campaign of 
vituperation and'ill-will growing out of 
George Washington holding this coun- 
try aloo’ from the French conflict with 
England, and it would be calumny to 
believe that such a friendship would 
not survive the present differences.

Gerard Attacks’ Report. That. Speed 
in Modern Building Has Led. 
to Increased Fatalities. 
\ 





Representatives. of organized: labor,- 
agriculture, the State Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, the State Department of La- 
bor and the Associated~ Industries 
spoke yesterday at the first of a series: 
of hearings condycted by the Indus- 
trial Survey Commission, which has 
been authorized by the Legislature to 
study conditions affecting ——— in 
the State. 

Speakers stressed the poverty of New 
York farmers, the dcreasing profits of 
manufacturers, the gro need for 
relief of workmen and their: families, 
the demand for changes in the Work- 
men’s Compensation law and allied 
subjects. These were met by requests 
for ‘‘slow haste” in foisting legislation 
on an overlegislated State, especially 
in view of the healthy nature of legis- 


lation already enacted in. the fields of 
industry. 


Resumes Hearings Today. 


The commission, which _-consists of 
members of both houses and of repre- 
setitatives of labor, capital and the 
general public, adjourned after an all- 
day session and will meet again this 
morning. at the Bar Association Build- 
ing, 42 West Forty-fourth . Street. 
After public hearings today and tor 
morrow private sessions will be held 
and recommendations drafted. 


A clash came at the afternoon ses- 
gion when Emanuel’ Koveleski , of 
Rochester, representing labor, ques- 
tioned the statement of Maxwell S. 
Wheeler of Buffalo, President of the 
Allied Industries, that. manufacturers’ 
concessions to labor were the cause. of 
healthy industrial conditions in the 
State and that the manufacturers, 
seeking nothing in return, drafted no 
program of legislation as. opposed to 
labor’s demand for legislation. 

Mr. Koveleski asked Mr. Wheeler 
how the manufacturers opergted. with- 
out a legislative program and Mr. 
| Wheeler ‘responded. that the opinions 
of the manufacturers were sought-after | ¥ 
it was learned that certain legislation 
was to be offered.’ 

**"We have no propaganda,” he said. 
*"We do not go out suggesting legisla- 
tion; rather, ‘we merely ‘express 
Opinions on what others offer.” 

Mr. Koveleski contended that .the 
Manufacturers were ‘‘ably represented 
at Albany” and were sure to let their 
attitude be known- when bills were 
pending. 

James A. Hamilton, State Industrial 
Commicioner,. descrited the increas- 
ing efficiency of workmen’s compensa- 
tion and urged that a State insurance 
fund replace private insurance. com- 
panies in handling cases arising from 
occupational injuries. He was ‘joined 
in. this request by John A. O'Hanlon, 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee 
of the State Federation of Labor. 


More Fatal Accidents. 


Mr. Hamilton told of efforts to obtain 
quicker settlements of uncontroverted 
cases, where compensation was in- 
volved and charged that employers 
were failing to report accidents pty 
ten days. Last year there were 441, 
accident cases: reported; as agai st 
374,212 the preceding year, he sald. 
Fatalities’ totaled 1,081, a gain of 
ninety-eight. He said there had been 
a 20 per cent. increase of injuries in 
the building industries, as against a 3 
per cent. decrease in manufacturing. 
He attributed this to pressure of speed 
in fulfilling building contracts, to irre- 
sponsible subcontractors and the inex- 
perience of workmen brought into the 
building trades. ~ 

James W. Gerard, representing the 
general public, asked Mr. Mamilton if 
he had statistics dealing with the in- 
crease in -building; and when Mr. 
Hamilton .admitted he nad none,. Mr 

/ Gerard ‘replied that ‘his figures on 
Casualties were of no value. 

Mr. Hamilton dealt:,with an opinion 
of the Attorney General that the State 
Department of Labor had the power to 
inspect building conditions where the 
welfare of workmen was concerned. 
He connected this with, his figures 
showing increased fatalities in the 

‘ building industry, adding that his de- 

partment must have a new staff of in- 
spectors to insure proper conditions 
for workmen.

O’RYAN FIGHTS EJECTMENT. 


General Traces Title to Land on His 
, Estate to 1748. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Aug. 18.— 
General Jolff F..O’Ryan, testifying to- 
day in his own behalf in the ejectment 
suit brought against him by Fred B. 
Studwell of Lake Waccabuc, traced his 
title to the fourteen acres of land in 
litigation back to a deed made in 1743 
by Moses and Tapornack, two Indian 
chiefs of the Waccabuc tribe. / 

At that time New York and Connec- 
ticut were British provinces and the 
Lake Waccabuc section in Westchester 
County was part. of the Connecticut 
province. The Hawley Company, which 
received the deed from the Indian 
chiefs, was then granted a charter by 
the British Crown to a large tract, of 
land which included Lake Waccabuc. 
The Indian deed was found recorded 
in Connecticut. 

Mr. Studwell claims ownership of the 
fourteen acres which the defense con- 
tends is part of a tract purchased by 
General O’Ryan from Hugo Van Ha- 
gen and which forms part of. General 
O’Ryan’s country estate. The suit is 
being heard by Supreme Court Justi¢e 
George H. Taylor Jr,, and General 
O’Ryan will testify again tomorrow.

. The President’s Letter. 


President Litchfield’s letter follows: 

“The executives of this company 
have for some time past been giving 
active consideration to various plans 
for’ adjustment of deferred dividends 
on the preferred .stock ($29.75. per 
share), either separately -or in con- 
junction with refunding the company’s 
outstanding senior 
mortgage bonds, debentures and prior 
preference stock. 


“Your company is not now in a posi- 
tion to pay off these deferred dividends 
in cash. One possible adjustment un- 
der consideration is to issue to holders 
of preferred stock a preferred stock 
with a value substantially équal to 
the amount of these dividends. 

“The executives of your company 
are in accord with the holders of the 
management stock in their desire, now 
that your company’s past difficulties 
have been so largely corrected, to 
work out a plan for refunding senior 
securities which, in addition to reduc- 
ing interest and sinking fund charges, 
will do away with the m ement 
stock and all of the existi voting 
trusts and restore the management of 
your company to its stockholders.

Such action by stockholders might pre- 
vent them from. subsequently accept- 
ing any pla ereafter submitted arid 
might seriously imperil the success of 
such plan of which they might heart- 
ily approve. 

voWhatever plan may he devised will 
be submitted with full details and ex- 
planations to stockholders for their in- 
dividual consideration. No plan will be 
adopted unless approved by large per- 
centages of the company’s stock. 


Another Message to Holders. 


Coincident with the issuance of Pres- 
ident Litchfield’s letter another mes- 
sage was forwarded to all common 
stockholders of the company by a com- 
miftee which avowedly has for its pur- 
pose ‘‘the examination of any plan of 
reorganization or refinancing that may 
be proposed and to take such action 
as the committee in its sole discretion 
of under advice of counsel may decide 
to be for the best interests of the com- 
mon stockholders.” 

The committee is made up of F. F. 
Prentiss and R. H. Bishop Jr., both of 
Cleveland; Dr. Charles F. Wishart of 
Wooster, Ohio; Paul V. Robinson of 
East Liverpool, Ohio; Fragk C. Row- 
land of Akron, Ohio, and F. C. Tomlin- 
son of Ironton, Ohio. The letter ad- 
dressed to Goodyear common. stock- 
holders follows: 

“We are advised that you own com- 
mon stock of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company. Undoubtedly you 
have. noticed that a preferred stock- 
holders’ protective committee has been 
formed and that the purpose of such 
committee, as indicated by its circular, 
is to secure prompt — by the 
company of the unpaid back dividends 
on the preferred stock ($29.75 per 
share, aggregating $19,000,000) in pre- 
ferred stock at par. 

“We believe that the management of 
the company is likely to take the op- 
portunity afforded by the demands of 
his Preferred Stockholders’ Protective 
Committee to suggest a plan. of reor- 
ganization or refinancing the company. 
If such plan involves expense to the 
company this expense must ultimately 
be borne ,by the common. stockholders.

“The majority of the holders of the 
‘management . stock’ have interests 
which we believe are in conflict with 
those of the common stockholders. For 
this reason it does not seem to us. that 
it is practical or appropriate that the 
holders of the ‘management stock,’ or 
the majority of the Board of Directors 
whom they select, should represent you 
if the subject of refinancing or reor- 
ganizing the company is to. be consid- 
ered. To fully protect and preserve the 
equity of the common stockholders we 
consider it essential that their rights 
should be asserted by another group of

“At the request of a number of the 
holders of the common stock the under- 
signed have agreed to act as a com-

Banker Says It’ Is Closer Than at 
Any Time Since the War. 


John E. Rovensky, who returned 
yesterday on the Olympic from a short 
vacation in Europe, said that the franc 
at present quotations was nearer its 
actual value than at any time since 
the signing of the armistice... Mr. 
Rovensky is Vice President of the 
Bank of.

“In the duly panic, caused by Her- 
riot’s sudden assumption of power,” 
he added, ‘the franc. dropped con- 
giderably below its intrinsic -value— 
the market as usual was discounting 
the measures that a Government of 
the Herriot type might adopt.

Doubtless some 
elernents were influenced by the yel- 
low part of the French press, but let 
us remember that among our tourists 
are always found some patriots of the 
provincial type, whose loud and boast- 
ful talking is juite a test of their 
Huropeon hosts and is especially .so 
under present circumstances.”

Park Avenue. The amount received 
for the Exchange membership’ is to. be 
used to repay the persons who ad- |, 
vanced-money to the testator to pur-* 
wchase it, Mr. McAtpin died on July 
17 last. * 

Regarding... the disposition ‘of the 
Stock Exchange seat the will contained 
this clause: 

“My seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange having been purchased by 
me with money advanced by my 
friends hereinafter named, in the 
‘amounts set opposite their respective 
mames, and it being my intention and 
desire that they be repaid pro-rata out 
of the net proceeds realized upon the 
gale of my said seat, including inter- 
est if the proceeds are sufficient) I 
hereby direct and empower my execu- 
tor hereinafter named, as, soon after 
my. decease as in her discretion! ‘shall 
seem advisable, to sell and dispose of 
my said seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange, and atfer deducting there- 
from expenses and taxes of every kind 
and nature, to repay those named be- 
low the amounts stated, as hereinabove 
directed.
